Hunt for boys 
after attack 
on man, 101 


THE boys who attacked a 101-year-old man 
should be ‘locked up’ and the ‘keys thrown away’, 
according to a councillor. 

Cllr Roger Conroy, who represents the Spencer 
ward where the assault happened, said he was 
‘shocked’ and ‘disgusted’ at the news and has 
called for those who know anything about the 
incident to come forward. 

He said: “It is absolutely disgusting 
that this can happen to a man of his 
age, I think it is totally shocking. 

“I am sure there are some people 
somewhere who know something 
about what happened. The parents of 
these children are aware that they were 
involved in a scuffle at that time and it is 
their duty to tell the police about it. 

“This attack was carried out by feral children 
as far as I am concerned and somewhere, someone 
must have some information about them. 

“I hope they are caught and brought to justice 
through the courts. They should be locked up and 
have the keys thrown away Hopefully they will not 
just end up with a slap on the wrist.” 



Police are still appealing for witnesses after the attack 
on the man, who hasn’t been named, as he walked 
through Spencer Haven in Northampton between 
11.40am and 12.15pm on Saturday 
The man, who has limited sight and poor hearing, 
was heading from Countess Road to Gladstone Road 
when some boys came up behind him and kicked 
his walking stick away 

After he challenged the boys, who he believes 
were in their early teens or even younger, he felt 
two hands on his back and he was pushed to the 
floor, before the boys ran away 
The man made his way to the Londis post office 
on Gladstone Road nursing cuts to his wrist, arm 
and face. He also had a swollen nose. 

The man was released from hospital on Tuesday 
and was said to be in good spirits. 
Northamptonshire Police have increased Safer 
Community Team patrols in the Spencer Haven 
and Gladstone Road area to provide reassur¬ 
ance to the elderly community. 

A climbing camera, pictured, was also

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Plans to demolish homes ‘is for council’s gain’ 


CONCERNED residents from the 
Eastfield estate have spoken out 
against a PFI scheme to 
regenerate the area. 

They handed in a petition with 
500 signatures to Northampton 
Borough Council [NBC] on Monday 
in protest to the proposed 
demolition of houses on the 
estate. 

Last week the council announced 
it was putting in business plans for 
a £100 million PFI scheme to 
regenerate the Eastfield and 
Thorplands estates which would 
involve knocking down more than 
200 homes. 

Colin Bricher, an Eastfield 
resident, said: “I appreciate that 
councillors work hard. 

“As such I am cautious with 
direct attacks but I am deeply 
disturbed at the current issue over 
regeneration. 

“We are all concerned about the 
state of many flats and 


maisonettes in Eastfield and their 
associated fire risks. 

“Despite having established that 
PFI is inefficient, I cannot blame 
the portfolio holder going down 
that route. There is nothing else on 
the table. 

“However pulling down decent 
housing to cram in speculative 
houses is most definitely not 
regeneration. 

“I also believe that some of this 
housing, admittedly not all of it, will 
be of inferior quality.” 

Janet Clowes, a homeowner on 
the Eastfield Estate who has lived 
there for more than 40 years, said: 
“I am very concerned about this 
PFI and the possible loss of my 
house and break-up of the estate 
and the community. 

“The council’s plan is to knock our 
solidly built houses down, which 
we love. 

“The plans for our estate through 
PFI, is to demolish and rebuild. 


“That is for the council’s gain not 
for the residents of Eastfield.” 

Resident Sheron Watson added: 
“The Eastfield estate needs work 
done to it after years of neglect by 
our local authorities. That is an 
undisputed fact. 

“What is disputed is the fact that 
our houses need demolishing as a 
result. 

“There are 407 council owned 
properties on the Eastfield estate 
but a lot of properties, like mine, 
are privately owned.” 

At the launch last week Lesley 
Wearing, director of housing at 
NBC, said: “We have undertaken to 
be as open as we possibly can 
with residents, even though we 
understand how hard it is for them 
to deal with the uncertainty. 

“But it is important to stress that 
the proposals are still just ideas 
and we welcome comments from 
local people on what they think 
about the proposals so far.” 


Workers land new jobs 
after getting the boot

ALL but two workers from a boot 
factory which closed down last 
week have found jobs with the 
help of the former company. 

Haynes and Cann, based on 
Overstone Road, Northampton, 
will no longer produce military 
footwear at the site after losing a 
contract with the Ministry of 
Defence. 

The company had been making 
shoes for 91 years and made 
boots for the Royal Air Force. 

Brian Keech, the managing 
director at the company, had 
been with them since 1984. 

He said: “It was a very sad day 
when we realised that the MOD 
would not be buying more from 
us. 

“There was a time when we 
thought we might be able to 
survive on our second largest 
customer, British Aerospace but 
their erratic ordering wasn’t an 
ideal business plan. 

“I know that this was a cost 
cutting measure at the MOD and 
I think ultimately in the long term 
they will be buying an American 
boot.” 

However Mr Keech was quick to 
point out the positives from the 
closure of the company. Of the 14 


members of staff who have been 
made redundant, only two are 
still looking for new jobs. 

“We hope that these two will be 
in new jobs in the next couple of 
months,” said Mr Keech. 

“We have been really pleased 
that we have managed to find so 
many of our workers new roles 
within the shoe industry in 
Northampton. 

“I think we are lucky that there 


is still a thriving industry for 
men’s welted dress shoes.” 

Mr Keech also revealed that the 
former workers at the factory 
held a long service award to 
remember the successful times 
during the company’s 91 year 
history. 

The managing director added: 
“I suppose you could say that we 
had the funeral and now is the 
time for the thanksgiving.”

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Council reveals the 
cost of trips abroad

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE County 
Council spent nearly £3,000 
sending a representative to 
Canada in 2009. 

The details of the trip released 
to the Herald & Post under the 
freedom of information act also 
show the authority spent a total of 
£7,222.02 from 2007 to 2010 on 13 
separate trips. 

Several other trips were made 
during that period that were paid 
for by grants or private sponsors. 

The documents reveal in 
lanuary 2009 the council sent cor¬ 
porate director Paul Burnett to 
Vancouver, Canada, for five days 
at a cost of £2,917.19. 

During his time there Mr 
Burnett stayed at the Westin 
Bayshore Hotel, which is situated 
near the centre of the city and 
includes a spa and other luxury 
facilities. 

The council has also sent chief 
planning officer Roy Boulton on 
seven trips around Europe in the 
last three years, travelling to 
Sweden, Denmark and Holland at 
a cost of £2,005.25. 

One thousand pounds was also 
spent in 2009 sending representa¬ 
tives and a translator to Tunisia to 
assess a family member when 
looking to place a child. £523.70 
was also spent in March 2009 
sending a council representative 
to Spain on a ‘study visit.’ 

A spokesman for 

Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “Officers from 
Northamptonshire County 
Council make very few foreign 
trips and the vast majority receive 
external funding. 

“On occasions where trips 
abroad are made it is a matter of 


weighing up the advantages in 
the long term against the cost of 
making the journey. 

“Advantages include raising the 
profile of both the authority and 
of Northamptonshire as being a 
place in which to invest and, of 
course, creating opportunities to 
access funding. 

“One of our officers is the UK 
representative on the North Sea 
Regional Programme, and as such 
required to attend meetings. 

“The programme is comprised 
of nations bordering the North 
Sea and a UK representative is 
essential to ensure funding for 
economic projects in the UK 
regions is secured. 

“Having a representative from 
the county is also advantageous 
in raising Northamptonshire’s 
profile. 

“Paul Burnett’s visit to 


Vancouver was the result of inter¬ 
national interest in the work 
undertaken in Northamptonshire 
to create an area improvement 
partnership between schools, the 
local authority and Edison 
Learning. 

“The conference is an annual 
international conference of aca¬ 
demics and leaders of school 
improvement and it receives 
reports on successful school 
improvement projects and pro¬ 
grammes. 

“It was also a chance to learn 
about how public services are run 
in Canada and a huge opportuni¬ 
ty to learn from the Canadian 
education model. 

“It provided an opportunity not 
just to share best practise but also 
to build the reputation of the 
county council on an internation¬ 
al stage.”

Public debate would give 
us chance to tackle issues 


IT is now weeks since the 
public release of the serious 
case review and ten months 
after the tragic deaths of Mr 
and Mrs Randall in 
Kingsthorpe and I’m amazed 
that I see no evidence of any 
meaningful public ‘debate’ 
on the issues raised. 

I would not be surprised 
that behind the scenes ‘the 
powers that be’ are going 
through the motions of con¬ 
sidering the eight recom¬ 
mendations made by the 
review which will eventually 
be ‘taken on board’ by all the 
key players including the 
Northants Safeguarding 
Adults Board, NHS, the 
police, Northamptonshire 
County Council social servic¬ 
es (adults), etc. 

The purpose of my letter is 
to prompt those who have 
the responsibilities and duty 
of care and social conscience 
to immediately arrange a 
public meeting where every¬ 
one including the public, 
NCC, the NHS, charity sec¬ 
tor, GPs, the police and fami¬ 
lies of elderly people in our 
communities can openly dis¬ 
cuss the whole range of 
issues specific for this case 
but in a broader sense the 
care of our ageing popula¬ 
tion. 

It is not for me to deter¬ 
mine an agenda for a public 
meeting, this would largely 
be a matter for the attendees 
of such a meeting them¬ 
selves. 

1 How can such a case of 
the Randalls happen in 2010 
in a developed western 
European nation? 

2 How far is it credible that 
one of the agencies does not 
have a policy where care is 
refused? 


3 What is the role of fami¬ 
lies and charitable organisa¬ 
tions in the care of the elder- 
ly? 

4 What is the role of differ¬ 
ent professionals in the col¬ 
lective care package for our 
senior citizens? 

5 How can the Government 
and county council justify 
any cuts to funding for statu¬ 
tory and voluntary bodies 
caring for our elderly? 

6 There should be a univer¬ 
sal celebration of the role of 
the elderly in our society. 
They have a big part to play 
in the health and well being 
of everyone. 

We can all ‘get bogged 
down’ with academic ques¬ 
tions of who is to blame, who 
could have done more, 
would a coroner's inquest 
produced more information 
than a serious case review, 
the list is endless. 

I call upon those who have 
the money and facilities to 
organise that apparently elu¬ 
sive ‘public debate’ to act 
now. 

Those I immediately iden¬ 
tify who satisfy the above cri¬ 
teria are Charlie MacNally 
(NCO), Chris Moore 
(Northampton University) 
and, of course, the NHS peo¬ 
ple. 

My information is that it is 
not rare for Northants Police 
to find elderly people dead in 
their homes (death due to 
natural causes) but such 
cases do not have the same 
intensive media cover as the 
Randalls did. 

Perhaps the issues may be 
more widespread than the 
public may think.

Review to give councils greater freedom 


IN the spending review last 
Wednesday I secured a fair 
deal for councils which will 
mean they can protect the 
interests of hard working 
families and the most vul¬ 
nerable in society. 

Given the legacy of debt we 
have to tackle, tough choices 
have been inevitable. 

But the deal we’ve struck 
has been to protect frontline 
services by cutting out 
bureaucracy and central 
Government. 

We’re giving councils 
unprecedented freedoms 
and control over their 
money; so that they can 
decide for themselves how 
best to meet local needs. 

To help them do that, we’ve 
set aside £650 million to fully 
fund a council tax freeze for 
householders next year. 

If your council decides not 
to put up your rates, we’ll 
provide them with an 
increase in funding so servic¬ 
es don’t have to suffer and 
you aren’t hit in your pocket. 

We’ve cut the red tape 
which comes attached to 
public money: putting coun¬ 
cils in charge of more than £7 


billion to meet the needs of 
local communities. Billions 
more will go to councils to 
support social care and vul¬ 
nerable elderly people. We’re 
giving councils new powers 
to borrow money to invest in 
infrastructure and providing 
incentives for those who 
build more homes. 

And we’re scrapping the 
culture of targets which 
wastes millions of pounds 
each year and stops councils 
from concentrating on what 
people actually want. 

It’s only right, then, that 
people will be counting on 
councils to use all this to pro¬ 
tect frontline services. 

In order to do that, there’ll 
have to be big changes in the 
way that councils work: ask¬ 
ing themselves fundamental 
questions about what they 
do - or whether others like 
the voluntary and communi¬ 
ty sector, are better placed to 
deliver.

A PENSIONER was sent spinning 
in the air when she was hit by a 
speeding car as she made her 
way to a bingo hall. 

Susan Davies, 67, needed a new 
hip and suffered a broken leg and 
pelvis after being hit near Beacon 
Bingo in Northampton.

He fled to Barbados but eventu¬ 
ally gave himself up.

cocaine for the first time that 
night. 

King, now of Southend-on-Sea, 
Essex admitted dangerous driv¬ 
ing on April 1, 2008, aggravated 
vehicle taking, driving while unfit 
through drugs, driving without a 
licence or insurance and a bail 
act offence. 

He was sentenced to three years 
when he appeared at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Tuesday. 

He was also banned from driv¬ 
ing for five years. 

Ben Gow, prosecuting, said 


King had taken his then-girl¬ 
friend’s Polo and while driving 
without headlights, on the wrong 
side of the road, struck Susan 
Davies. 

Defence barrister Richard 
Holloway said King returned to 
the UK of his own choice. 

Sentencing him, Judge Richard 
Bray, said: “It is a miracle the lady 
was not killed in these circum¬ 
stances. 

“She suffered extreme distress 
and suffers now as a result of 
what you did to her. 

“It was a piece of appalling 
reckless driving."

Debate intensifies on 
new high-speed train 



TRAINS were the subject of an 
intense discussion at the 
House of Commons this week. 
In fact, the debate mainly 
centred on the trains of 
the high speed variety. 

Andrea Leadsom (pic¬ 
tured), MP for North¬ 
amptonshire South, arran¬ 
ged the meeting along with 
protest group STOP HS2, to 
discuss the impact the contro¬ 
versial HS2 would have nation¬ 
ally, not just in her constituency. 
Alternative methods to the pro¬ 
posed high-speed train line des¬ 
tined to run through the country¬ 
side to the south of North¬ 
amptonshire were also discussed. 
The debate was a spectacle 
of parliamentary politics, 
with several heavy 
weights turning up 
to lend their hand to 
their argument. 

Phillip Hamm¬ 
ond was the 
unfortunate 
Government 
minister for 
transport trying 
desperately to 
convey the posi¬ 
tives of an effi¬ 
cient rail link 
between London, 
the midlands 
and the north. 


ON Monday, MP for 
Northamptonshire 
South, Andrea Leadsom, 
organised a meeting in 
London to discuss 
proposals for a high-speed 
rail link Reporter 
JONATHAN REILLY went 
along to hear the 
arguments for and 
against the proposals. 

He was trying to convince a 
room full of 150 residents and 
MPs who would be directly 
affected by the line - those who 
would lose out as the new line 
blights their properties, to sub¬ 
sidise economic growth in the 
north. 

The speaker of the House, John 
Bercow, even argued against his 
Conservative minister as to how 
the railway would affect his con¬ 
stituents in Buckingham. 

Several experts on the panel 
argued the case against the track, 
with many suggesting it was not 
economically viable, while 
destructive to the countryside. 
The panel also discussed alterna-

tive routes and transport meth¬ 
ods. Mark Sullivan, the technical 
director of Campaign to Protect 
Rural England, Warwickshire, 
worked on the original HS1 which 
runs through Kent, connecting 
London with the Channel Tunnel. 

He said: “When HS1 was first 
proposed the track was originally 
due to cut through the Kent 
countryside, however the end 
result, after years of discussion 
with residents, was a line that 
hugged the motorways through 
the county. 

“I have every confidence that 
this will be the case with HS2.” 

As these high-speed train lines 
only run through the midlands, 
many of the politicians in the 
room felt that the high-speed links 
between large hubs would actually 
have a negative economic impact 
on the regions they represented as 
commerce would bypass their 
towns. Northampton would 
potentially be one such place. 

Mrs Leadsom said after the 
debate: “I am really pleased that 
people got the chance to air their 
views to a number of members of 
Parliament and Minsters. There 
were some excellent points made 
in the presentations which raise 
significant questions about HS2. 

“Britain is too small and con¬ 
gested an island to accommodate 
such an insensitive project. I real¬ 


ly have to argue whether reduc¬ 
ing time to Manchester by 40 
minutes is worth the trouble and 
cost of this project.” 

One of the proposals suggested 
by the panel was for the line to 
follow the Ml or M40 up north, 
rather than cut through unspoilt 
countryside. 

Lizzy Williams, part of STOP 
HS2 from South North¬ 
amptonshire said: “The Cons¬ 
ervative Party would be commit¬ 
ting political suicide if they took 
on a policy from the former 
Government without giving it 
greater thought. This was a 
Labour policy which is frankly 
not needed. 

“In the debate we heard the rea¬ 
sons as to why HS2 is not needed, 
including the fact that it will not 
be an environmentally friendly as 


they claim. HS2 were invited here 
today but they chose not to 
speak. I am however, pleased that 
Phillip Hammond was able to lis¬ 
ten, in part, to the concerns of 
people who will be blighted by 
this project.” 

Ms Williams also pointed out 
that in the age of the computer 
long distance travel between 
cities was not always necessary, 
especially when an email or video 
conference would do. 

“I am in favour of encouraging 
people not to travel,” she said, 
“Travel should be for leisure and 
not for work.” 

Whether HS2 travels along its 
proposed route to the south of 
the county or further north next 
to the Ml, this train line will be 
affecting Northamptonshire resi¬ 
dents for years to come.

COUNTRY’S CASH CRISIS: Special report on how Northamptonshire will respond 
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Chiefs make budget pledges 


Last week’s Comprehensive Spending Review [CSR] 
announced by George Osborne will shape the financial future 
of the country. Here, leading members of the 
Northamptonshire community respond to the challenge ahead. 


Northamptonshire Police chief 
constable, Adrian Lee, said: “Over 
the next few weeks we will be 
examining the detail of the 
announcement 
to gain a better 
understanding of 
its impact. 

“A number of 
staff based 

departments 
within the Force 
have already 

been reviewed 
and alongside redundancies we 
have been able to save £4.6 million 
from the 2010/2011 budget. 

“In addition, the Force is moving 
towards a new structure, which will 
see us becoming more efficient by 
removing barriers and is expected 
to contribute another £2 million in 
savings. 

“Clearly, there are huge chal¬ 
lenges ahead and undoubtedly, 
officer and staff numbers will be 
affected, but our priority is to 
deliver an effective and efficient 
service to members of the public, 
while dealing with a huge scope of 
crimes and offences the police are 
expected to manage on a daily 
basis. 

“We will continue our commit¬ 
ment to do all we can to protect 
frontline service delivery and to 
improve our services as a result of 
better efficiency and effectiveness. 

“We will work with the Police 
Authority, trade unions, staff asso¬ 
ciations and our people to ensure 
the impact on staff and members 


of the public is managed as best as 
we can.” 

Professor Nick Petford, vice chan¬ 
cellor of The University of 
Northampton, said: “While care¬ 
fully considering the potential 
impact of Lord Browne’s review on 
higher education, we have been 
waiting to assess the outcomes of 
the Government’s CSR on our 
University and future students. 

“We welcome the commitment to 
science and maintaining research 
funding for universities but note 
concern on the impact of cuts to 
other Government departments, 
including education and health. 

“Until the Government has for¬ 
mally responded in detail to the 
Browne review in its White Paper 
during the winter and the Higher 
Education Funding Council for 
England advises individual univer¬ 
sities of cuts to their budgets, we 
will not be in a position to deter¬ 
mine the precise level of future 
fees.” 

Northampton Public Sector 
Unions and Trades Council 
responded to the CSR in the form 
of a joint statement. 

They said: “We condemn the cuts 
outlined in the Comprehensive 


Spending Review. They are an ide¬ 
ological and undemocratic attack 
by the rich and powerful on public 
services and the welfare state 
which neither party put in their 
election manifestos. 

“The so-called protection of the 
NHS and schools is in fact non¬ 
existent. 

“The NHS is already being cut 
and the 0.4 per cent increase will 
be entirely swallowed by inflation 
and the unnecessary reorganisa¬ 
tion - the budget must rise by up to 
three per cent a year to stand still. 
The schools budget will in fact be a 
cut of three per cent in real terms 
over four years. 

“The current crisis, caused by the 
greed of banks and speculators, 
precipitated a sharp recession, 
higher unemployment, shrinking 
tax revenues and a rising welfare 
bill. 

“Public services are vital to our 
economy, supporting private 
industry and the voluntary sector 
and putting money into the econo¬ 
my through wages. 

“We should stop the expensive 
policies of privatisation and 
Private Finance Initiatives, whose 
consultants and profiteering cost 
taxpayers millions. We must not 
allow public sector and private 


sector workers or backroom and 
frontline workers be set against 
each other. 

“We will oppose these cuts in 
every way possible and we urge the 
public and community and volun¬ 
tary organisations to join with us in 
our battle to protect public servic¬ 
es, the NHS and the welfare state.” 

Jim Harker, leader of 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “I have no illusion 
that this is the toughest challenge I 
have faced in local government, 
however I believe 
that this will have 
the right outcome 
in the long term. 

“In Northamp¬ 
tonshire we are in 
an exciting place to 
develop high tech 
industries, which 
we hope will 
encourage growth 
and lead to a prosperous econo¬ 
my.” 

Cllr David Mackintosh, cabinet 
member for strategy, communi¬ 
cations and external relations at 
NCC, said: “We have already start¬ 
ed to create savings by implement¬ 
ing the shared back office services 
with Cambridgeshire County 
Council. 

“The recent You Choose cam¬ 
paign also gives us a good idea as 
to what services we should priori¬ 
tise to meet the needs of those in 
Northampton.”

Council’s magazine 
is given the chop 

THE first wave of cuts stemming from 
the Government’s comprehensive 
spending review last week have taken 
place at Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

Quarterly residents’ magazine Together 
Northamptonshire is the first service to 
be completely cut by the authority. 

The magazine costs the council 
£100,000 a year and its funding has been 
pulled to help meet the overall budget 
cuts the organisation will have to make 
as part of Central Government’s plans, in 
what they call the biggest financial 
challenge in a generation. 

Cabinet member for strategy, 
communications and external relations, 
Councillor David Mackintosh, said: “We 
know that people have consistently told 
us they want to hear from us directly 
about how the council spends its money 
and this is why we launched Together 
Northamptonshire with our colleagues at 
the police and NHS. 

“However with the challenge now set to 
us it is clear that we can no longer afford 
to do this through a residents’ magazine. 

“As an organisation we are determined 
to face up to our financial challenges in 
ways to minimise the impact where 
possible on those frontline services 
people have told us are most important 
to them. 

“This decision is the first step towards 
this. What we are saying today is that 
from next financial year we will no longer 
be in a position to put money towards 
this publication. We are now looking at 
how we can still communicate direct to 
our customers in new more cost- 
effective ways.”

‘Mr and Mrs’ sent to 
jail for wedding con

A COUPLE who held a ‘sham’ 
marriage in Northampton were 
jailed last week for breaking 
immigration laws. 

Jose Castanheira, a 36-year-old 
Portuguese ‘groom,’ was sen¬ 
tenced to two years and eight 
months in prison while his ‘bride’ 
Daureen Emeka, 37, from Nigeria 
was jailed for 12 months. 

Both will face deportation from 
the UK at the end of their terms. 

The bogus couple got married 
in order to allow Emeka to stay in 


the UK. She paid Castanheira 
£750 to become her husband. 

They never met again following 
the wedding at a church in 
Northampton in 2008. 

Castanheira was already mar¬ 
ried to a Cameroonian woman 
whom he wedded several years 
earlier in exchange for £3,000. 

He was jailed for bigamy as well 
as the immigration offences. 

The Portuguese groom also 
acted as a ‘fixer’ for a separate 
sham wedding between another 
Portuguese-Nigerian couple in 
Bristol. 

Zaira Munsif, who led the UK 


Border Agency’s investigation 
into the couple, said: “People 
should not be under the illusion 
that a sham marriage is a ticket to 
permanent residency in the UK. 
It’s not. 

“We will, at any stage before, 
during or after a suspected sham 
wedding, take action to ensure 
people can’t put down roots in 
Bristol, or the rest of the country, 
without permission to do so. 

“Anyone who wishes to work, 
study, visit or live in the UK 
should use the legitimate routes 
set up for this purpose and not 
abuse our immigration laws.”

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Making more 
of the news 
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Cameras latest tool 
used to tackle crime

POLICE officers in 

Northamptonshire are wearing 
video cameras to help in the 
fight against crime. 

The body worn devices are 
designed to help cut crime as part 
of Operation Nightsafe - the 
Force’s campaign looking at 
reducing alcohol related harm. 

The cameras, which are 
attached to an officer’s uniform, 
are able to capture everything 
they see when they attend an 
incident. 

The footage helps officers see 
any disorder and allows them to 
take action against individuals 
who create problems in town 
centres or leisure zones. 

It can support the identification 
of people committing an offence 
or causing disorder, provide clari¬ 


ty of an incident when witnesses 
are limited as well as serving to 
protect the public and the officers 
themselves. 

The cameras are part of a range 
of tools which will help officers to 
keep town centres safe for those 
who want to have a good night 
out. 

Another tactic will be greater 
use of section 27 powers which 
allow officers to direct trouble¬ 
some parties out of the town 
centre or from a designated loca¬ 
tion and has been extremely 
effective in dispersing trouble 
before it escalates into something 
more serious. 

Chief inspector Dave Lawson, 
leading on Operation Nightsafe, 
said: “As we approach the winter 
and in particular the Christmas 
and New Year period we will be 
re-using tactics which have 
worked well for us over the sum¬ 


mer as we tackle the impact of 
alcohol on our streets. We’re also 
trying out some new approaches 
as we continue to try and engage 
with people and make them 
realise the impact of their actions 
whilst under the influence. 

“We want people, the pubs, 
clubs and retailers to know that 
we will be taking action over the 
coming months. 

“We will be targeting people 
who drink irresponsibly as well as 
the very small percentage of 
licensed premises that choose to 
ignore the law and the conditions 
of their licence and persist in sell¬ 
ing alcohol to those who are 
under age or who are drunk. 

“Alcohol fuelled violence has 
such an impact on our communi¬ 
ties and we will continue to work 
with our partners, through 
Operation Nightsafe, to tackle 
alcohol harm.”

Malfi’s look of decay is magnificent 


REVIEW 

THE DUCHESS OF MALFI_ 

Royal & Derngate until Saturday 

THROUGH the claustrophobic blackness 
of Ruth Sutcliffe’s grim, imposing set, 
glimpses of a giant Caravaggio canvas 
loom large over the action. It’s a handy 
metaphor for the whole production: this 
version of Webster’s bleak tragedy is all 
about the images. 

Director Laurie Sansom has taken the 
relentless misery of the 1623 text and 
merged it with the strange, other¬ 
worldly music of Webster’s 
contemporary, the violent and probably 
insane wife-killer Gesualdo. This 
combination of unstable talents, not 
Sansom, you understand provides the 
shifting and dangerous backdrop for a 
performance of equally uncertain 
elements. 

The first thing to say is that it looks 
magnificent. 

There’s a consistent vision throughout 
of decaying decadence in a time of 
corruption and chaos and the 


corresponding decay of the ingenious 
and complex set works brilliantly. Equally, 
the use of five chorus-like madrigal 
singers on stage to underscore the 
dramatic action is both vocally 
impressive and subtly intimidating: who 
would have thought a glee club could be 
so threatening? 

Among the main players there is more 
of a mixed bag, but assured 
performances are offered by the likeable 
though wronged Antonio [Nick Blood] 
and the Duchess’s maid Cariola [Claire 
Dargo]. 

Elsewhere, there is sometimes a 
struggle to mine the meaning from the 
poetry. Verse-speaking is an endemic 
problem, in fact and there is little sense 
of metre or lyricism as the language is 
subverted to the bigger picture of the 
unfolding narrative. 

But when that narrative is so 
imaginatively presented and beautifully, 
elegantly staged, it’s easier to make 
allowances for other shortcomings. 

The audience, certainly, seemed to be 
convinced.

WHEN Andy Holt returns to traning 
today his mind will be on just one thing 

- getting three points against Gillingham 
on Saturday 

The Northampton Town utility man, 
whose latest role saw him come on as a 
substitute forward in Tuesday’s 3-1 Car¬ 
ling Cup defeat at Ipswich Town, could 
be forgiven for being downhearted after 
their run came to an end. 

But although they missed out on 
another giant killing, Holt believes that

He said: “A lot of young lads in our team 
have come through and they’ve more 
than matched themselves against so- 
called better opposition. 

“We’ve been the better team for long 
periods of time, which has improved the 
youngsters, so we have these massive 
positives and we need to take that into 
the league. 

“Hopefully if we do that then I’m sure 
we’re good enough to start moving up.” 

Phrases like ‘must-win game’ and ‘six- 
pointer’ are bandied about far too regu¬ 
larly, but with Northampton currently in 
the League Two relegation zone there is 
added importance on Saturday’s en¬ 
counter with Gillingham. The Cobblers 
have lost their last five league games and 
Holt is looking forward to the match, 
particularly as it could see the return of 
Adebayo Aldnfenwa to Sixfields. 

He said: “It’s going to be a big day for 


everyone involved. He was a cult hero 
here for a few years and I’m sure the fans 
will give him a warm reception, but the 
important thing is that we need three 
points. 

“What he did in two years was phe¬ 
nomenal really. He’s one of those guys 
you can’t help but like, and I think even 
the away fans got to like him, which is 
just how he is.” 



Soane knows that 
best way in Saints’

EVERY week when Soane Ton- 
ga’uiha and his fellow Northamp¬ 
ton Saints pack members return to 
training, they find Dorian West 
waiting for them ready to pick 
apart their performance from the 
weekend. 

Take Sunday’s showing against 
London Wasps for example - it was 
a brutally dominant exhibition 
from the Saints’ front eight as they 
steamrollered the hosts on the way 
to a 37-10 victory at Adams Park. 

To most people watching it would 
seem things could not get much 
better, but the Tongan prop was ex¬ 
pecting forwards coach West to be 
there on Monday morning ready to 
bring them back down to earth. 

“He’s always got something to 
complain about,” Tonga’uiha joked, 
adding: “He’ll find something where 
someone did something not to his 
standards. There is always some¬ 
thing to improve on and I’m sure 
he’ll pick that out. 

“We played quite well, but I’m 
sure he’ll find something that he’s 
picked out, and we’ll have to work 
on during the week to try and set it 
right for Newcastle. We’re always 
looking to improve and there’s al¬ 
ways room to do that. 

“We’ll never be perfect, but if we 
can get as close as we can to being 
perfect then he will be happy.” 

It should come as no surprise that 
Northampton’s forwards have be¬ 
come so feared in the Aviva Pre¬ 
miership when perfectionist West is 
the man in charge of moulding 
them into an effective unit. 

After all, he was a long-serving 
hooker in the formidable Leicester 
Tigers pack of the 1990s and early 
2000s, and his present employers 
currently have their own version of 
the ABC Club in the form of Ton¬ 
ga’uiha, Dylan Hartley and Brian 
Mujati. 


But there is more to this unit that 
brute force and battering their op¬ 
ponents into submission at the 
scrum. There are plenty of mem¬ 
bers who are athletic, mobile and 
with good handling skills that pro¬ 
vide threats all over the park. 

The line-out has also proved to be 
a dangerous weapon for the Saints 
this year, and it was two drives 
against Wasps that led to Ton¬ 
ga’uiha going over twice on Sunday. 

He now has five tries for the sea¬ 
son - already equalling Garry 
Pagel’s Premiership record for tries 
scored by a Saints prop in one sea¬ 
son - and leads the club’s try scor¬ 
ing charts, although he expects 
prolific winger Chris Ashton to soon 
overtake him. 

“I’m not that confident [of beating 
Ashton],” said the former Bedford 
Blues loose-head. “I’m sure that 
when Ashy gets back from England 
duty he will get back to being top 
try scorer. I’ve got a few games 
ahead of him while he’s away with 
England, but we’ll just have to wait 
and see. I was lucky to come off the 
back end of the boys’ hard work 
from those drives.” 

West’s attitude of striving for per¬ 
fection has obviously rubbed off on 
Tonga’uiha and he knows that, de¬ 
spite dominating Wasps, they can¬ 
not let up when Newcastle Lalcons 
visit Lranklin’s Gardens on Saturday. 

He said: “The Premiership is really 
hard. One week you go and perform 
like this, and the next you can go 
out and not play as well. 

“We have been lucky in the last 
couple of weeks as we’ve managed 
to grind out some ugly wins, but we 
showed what we can do and hope¬ 
fully carry it on over the next few 
weeks, and the rest of the season. 

“Our pack as a whole has been 
working well together and the lads 
coming off the bench have added to 
that, and we’ve got a strong squad. 

“We will be missing a few boys in 
the next few weeks with England, 



but I’m sure the others will step in 
and nothing will change in the way 
we play or what we do.”

Liuzzi weathers Korea GP but Sutil slips up

TONIO Liuzzi survived the atrocious weather 
conditions to secure his first points finish since 
the Belgian Grand Prix, coming home sixth for 
Force India in South Korea. 

Liuzzi managed to stay out of trouble and 
worked his way up through the field after 
starting 17th in the inaugural race at the Korean 
International Circuit, which began behind the 
safety car after a lengthy delay due to persistent 
heavy rain. 

His team-mate Adrian Sutil endured a much 
more frustrating day and, after several off-track 
excursions, was forced to retire when he collided 
with Kamui Kobayashi on lap 47. 

But Liuzzi stuck to his task and claimed his 
highest finish of the year in a grand prix that 


finished in near-darkness, saying: “After all the 
bad luck we’ve had in this part of the year it’s 
brilliant to be back in business and up there in 
the points again, extending our advantage over 
Williams and setting ourselves up well for the 
last two races. 

“It was the right decision to delay the start as 
there was so much water on the track. 

“Unfortunately we had to do a lot of laps 
behind the safety car after that, but the track 
was so slippery that it was really hard under¬ 
braking. Then at the end it was like a night race 
without any lights and the steering wheel lights 
were so bright it was almost dazzling. 

“Even though there was so little grip I was able 
to get into a good rhythm and get a great result 
for the team.” 

Liuzzi now has 21 points for the season and sits 


13th in the driver’s standings, while Sutil drops 
out of the top ten after failing to finish. 

In the Constructors’ Championship, the 
Silverstone-based team are still sixth and three 
ahead of nearest rivals Williams, which pleased 
owner Dr Vijay Mallya. 

“I don’t think I’ve ever seen a race quite like this 
one,” he said, adding: “We said it would be an 
interesting one and the constantly changing 
conditions threw up all sorts of challenges. 

“It was a great performance by Tonio as he 
kept his head and raced hard until the finish. It 
can’t have been easy in the failing light, and on a 
damp track on worn tyres, but he did brilliantly 
to secure those crucial points. 

“Adrian had a much more difficult race. He feels 
he didn’t do himself justice, but I’m sure he’ll 
come back stronger in Brazil and Abu Dhabi.”

Cobblers’ dreams of Wembley end as Tractor Boys roll them over, but... 

At least Sampson and 
co beat Kop in the cup

THE late Joe Mercer said that the real 
miracle of the 1965/66 season was not 
England winning the World Cup, but 
Northampton Town being promoted to 
the old first division. Forty-four years 
later the Cobblers nearly pulled off an¬ 
other one. 

For 29 minutes they led Championship 
side Ipswich Town 1-0 at Portman Road 
thanks to Liam Davis’ long range effort 
and a place in the Carling Cup quarter fi¬ 
nals was in their sights. 

Northampton were already on their 
longest run in the competition since that 
one season in English football’s top flight, 
but for many of the 2,379 travelling fans it 
would have been a new experience to still be 
in the League Cup when the clocks go back. 

Sadly it was not to be. Ipswich equalised 
through Carlos Edwards and took the lead 
just before the break when Damien De¬ 
laney pounced. Tamas Priskin’s late 
header then finished off the visitors two 
minutes from time. 

“I’m a bit disappointed that we couldn’t 
carry it on, but I think the quality of 
Ipswich shone through,” said manager 
Ian Sampson. I think for everyone that is 
connected with the club, getting to the 
fourth round and beating Liverpool at An- 
field will be a special memory that every¬ 
one will take with them. 

“When you go 1-0 up you’re thinking we 
could get into the quarter finals, but like I 
said, their quality and strength told in the 
end.”
